HAVJC WK STATE PBIOK? 


There \t, and has been in tbe near 


past indications ot State pride by Ne- 
vadans that la assuring respecting 
their fotar*. 
There is an evident 


tendency upward manifest In a more 
pronounced manner than has made its 
appearance at any time preceding tbe 
present. There la a disposition to be- 
come independent of tbe control of 
those whose efforts have been to keep 
the State subject to their will and to 
ksep tbe people subject to their con- 
trol and -direction. Tbe domiuion of 
these men his bean a means used to 
retard prosperity by keeping the State 
In ruts made in its earlier history, 
when men were in it not to make 
homes, but to nee it to become rich, 
and then remove to other places where 
civilization and culture ere connected 
with life, aud where society has chunns 
worthy of the ambition there is in tbe 
minds of those who aspire to the 
higher relations in commuuitiea where 
refinement and the better sentiments 
in the race prevail. 


When they weut away they gave to 


the State a legacy tbat has continued 
to famish whatever baa been required 
to give to the State ao undesirable rep- 
utation connected with the degrading 
designation of "rotten borough." Tnese 
men are engaged now as they bave 
been to continue their power over tbe 
people and tbe commonwealth, by like 
means used by them since they pro- 
cured control through organized ac- 
tion. There ia not anything which bas 
given more evidence that a better t.nd 
higher individuality is present Uian 
the tax lately imposed upon the people 
of Waehoe county to aid tbe Univer- 
sity to procure the required laud for 
experiment station nee?, which had 
become imperative to a maintenance 
of government work in connection with 
that institution of learning. 


Toe tax baa been paid by tbe people 


without a protest, and there is no 
danger to tbe success of tbe project to 
procure the funds needed to provide 
the land required for agricultural use?. 
Toe tax was special and was imposed 
npon the people in Washoe county for 
the use of the State. It did not bave 
the required uniformity to make it 
legal and the levy was without author- 
ity. Tbe law providing for the levy 
and collection of tbe tax bad upon its 
face evidence of its invalidity. Its 
illegal features were well known, but 
not a word of complaint was made by 
any of the people about it. 


Whtn a community will submit to a 


known illegal tax for tbe benefit of a 
State, there is present in tbe people of 
the community a more than usual 
feeling favorable to better the condi- 
tions of tbe commonwealth where tbe 
people are. It required the courage 
of a Spartan to propose and a knowl- 
edge of the people to execute the pro- 
ject. Both of the required faculties 
were present in an executive mind 
there Is among us. Tbe writer has no 
personal 
knowledge respecting the 


person, and be is not at liberty to be- 
come gneaser. 
Wben a community 


submits to tbe imposition of a tax for 
the general good wbeu volition is free, 
there must be present in tbe mind of 
the community at least two controlling 
principle!—love for tbe commonweal 
and a conviction of duty. 


When it is aisertaioed tbat these 


principles are controlling in a people 
for good, the elements needed to gov- 
ern npon moral principles are present. 
Tbe remaining principle to constitute 
a governing people Is, will to put in 
action tbe principles of love and duty. 
There bas been some movement that 
Uads to a conclusion that the will Is 
present to make a self governing peo- 
ple, bat its action has been desultory. 
There bas been no logioal sequence 
connected with any action by the peo- 
ple to procure the reins of government 
•gainst a clique that bas made it a bus- 
iness for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury to dispose of government in its 
Interests aloiost exclusively. 


It is strange, but true, that tbe men 


who of all others should hare taken an 
Interest in good government hare 
given over to a clique tbe political 
work necessary to procure it. Men 
who should take an Interest in govern- 
ment seemingly bave been quite as 
much'interested in having tbe State 
remain as it baa been, as members of 
the clique, from some coexplained 
cause, which brings tbe writer to an j 
ever recurring conclusion tbat the' 
men npon whose heads rest tbe weight 
of good government, nre tbo indnstri- 
ea* everyday workers in a community. 


They know the value of each dollar 


they earn. Those whose bands are 
bard with honest labor bave been and 
will continue to be tbe defence of 
moral government. They are tbe meu
